Unwanted Guests. 


Last night in the House of.Commons the 
Aliens Restrictions Bill passed its second 
reading. As a contession to a strong body 
of opinion the Government reduced the 
period of its validity from two years to 
one year. The Bill provides that the 
power of ‘the Government to issue Orders 
in Council, which has existed since the 
outbreak of war, shall remain in force for 
another year. . Mr. Shortt, in proposing 
the secdnd reading, pointed to the im- 
possibility of dealing with the alien 
problem by means of rigid rules, 
There were two. things to be con- 
sidered—tirst, our \gafety as a nation, 
and also the nece&tsity for avoiding 
the infliction of hardship and in- 
justice: He said, very ‘sightly, that 
we had almost no experience in dealing 
with aliens in peace time; we hadNearned 
our lesson only during the war. Before 
August, 1914, Great Britain, ol COUPE, 
was the happy hunting ground of undesir- 
ables of evéry conceivable nationality. The 
almost total lack of supervision gave the 
refuse of the Continent a chance of 
evading justice and pursuing their evil 
courses with impunity, while the spy, in 
the flimsy disguise of a waiter, a barber, 
or a West End philanthropist, read our 
national “secrets’’ like an open book, 
When the war broke out, however, spy- 
fever raged in every country in Europe, 
and an Act was passed immediately in 
Great Britain dealing very stringently 
with all. aliens, and operating through 
the machinery of Orders in Council. In 
the course of time conditions underwent 
such radical changes that no lees than 
twenty-seven subsequent Orders were 
issued to keep pace with our advancing 
experience. It was clearly impossible, 
according to Mr. Shortt, to continue the 
stringency of our war-time safeguards once 
we had returned to the normal conditions 


of peace. Modifications would be neces- 


| sary; it would be advisable to strengthen 


regulations which were essential to ont 
national security, while relaxing the 
harshness of others of purely war-time 
expediency. ‘To this end further experi. 
ence was essential before any hard and 
fast rules could be applied, and Mr. Shortt 
thought that a period of two years, during 
which time Orders in Conncil could be 
issued as occasion arose, would give the 
Government that experience. Mr. Bottom. 
ley moved the rejection of the Bill, and 
protested energetically against any relaxa- 
tions of alien restrictions. He was sup- 
ported by ‘a large section of the House, 
with the result that Mr. Shortt was forced ' 
to*change his original motion. 

The debate gave a“ goot idea of the 
tempor of the country with regard to aliens. 
The Premier among his camous “ Pledges ’’ 
included one to the effect that aliens— 
that is to say, of cours, enemy aliens— 
tolerated no longer in these 
islands. On this point, as on the matter 
of indemnity, the House of Commons is 
adamant. Apart altogether from the ques 
tion of aliens, we think that the system 
of Orders in Council is a bad one. It 
gives a Minister carte blanche in dealing 
with questions which affect our most vita!

ó1 per cent. were “unsound,” and 10

AMERICAN OPINION, 

The following is a further passage from Sir 
Horace Plunkett's letter in The Times, from 
which we gave extracts in our issue of yester- 
day :— 

“I have differed widely from the majority of 
my fellow-countrymen upon three political 
issues. (1) I feit and gaid that, no matter what 
our grievances against Britain might have been 
we should go into the war to our last man, 
though I knew well the formidable case which 
could be made for demanding first a political 
settlement in accordance with the principles for 
which we were fighting. At the beginning of 
the war a large number of Irish Nationalists, 
mostly dead, acted es I felt. (2) While I hold 
that an Irish settlement is an essential founda- 
tion of a lasting peace, | do not think the Peace 
Conference can be relied upon to settle it. Such 
a body might, for example, favour partition in 
an unthinkable form. (35) I believe in a much 
wider measure of self-government than might 
formerly have sufficed, but not in an Irish Re.

It is not altogether certain that the 
Prime Minister will wait to-morrow until 
his critics have spoken in the House of 
Commons. He may, perhaps, open the 
debate with a statement on the situation, 
telling the House as much as he is able, 
and then leaving the House to express its 
opinions afterwards. In any case, a 
decision will not be made until the 
Cabinet meeting to-morrow, but in many 
circles the feeling is that the Prime 
Minister should speak before anybody else. 

Major Newman was informed to-day that 
the total amount paid in Government unem- 
ployment donations since the conelusion of 
hostilities wp to the 4th of this month 
was £14,300,000. The amount sounds 
stupendous, but when one remembers the 
immense numbers of employés in munition 
factories who were, perforce, thrown ont 
of work by the armistice it is not so very 
gicantic after all. The figures asked for 
by Sir John Butcher with regard to the 
donation in Ireland will, be published in 
the official report, but Mr. Wardle was 
able to say that throughout March there 
had been “a progressive deeline. 

Mr. Bonar Law was nnable to accept 
Major Malone’s suggestion that a Com- 
mittee representing all parties in the 
House should be appointed to formulate a 
scheme of self-government for Ireland 
within the Empire that might satisfy all 
whe wished to see the Irish question 
settled on constitutional@ines. Major 
Malone then asked if the present Home 
Rule Act was to be put into — 
immediately on the conclusion of peace. 
Mr. Law replied in the negative, adding 
that the present policy of the Government 
in regard to Treland had been recently 
stated by the Chief Secretary. 

During the absence of the Court at 
Windsor Buckingham Palace is to be 
thoroughly overhauled and given a ‘good 
spring cleaning. The work has already 
been commenced in the private apartments 
of the King, because His Majesty will 
need to come to town rather often during 
the coming weeks. A «reat amount of 
work is to be done in the State rooms in 
the anticipation that there will be a cer- 
tain amount of entertaining after the sign- 
ing of the Peace Treaty. Probably a diplo- 


matic Court will be the first entertainment 


at the Palace, for it is a very long time 
since the King and Queen received the 
members of this body at a social function. 

One of the great attractions at the Air 
Exhibition in the Grafton Galleries is a 
specamen of the big bombs prepared for 
the attack on Berlin when the armistice 
was signed. 
Handley-Page machines were to have 
carried several, measures nearly eleven 
feet from head to tail, and weighs eighteen 
hundred pounds. Its explosive power is 
more than three times as ots as that of 
any bomb drop by the German aero- 
planes. Jud by the damage done by 
some of the big German bombs, the British 
bomb would have destroyed a small town- 
ship completely. 

The extraordinary demand for houses 
and.flats has led to many strange develop- 
ments in the house agents’ business. 
Houses can now be let without recoarse 
to an agent, and little trouble is taken 
about an agreement, tenants being only 
too pleased to get a place to move into. 
In the flat world even more extraordinary 
things are done, and it is not an un- 
common thang to see flats cflered to let for 
the best offers. 

Mr. Shortt to-night moved the second 
reading of the Alens Restrictions Bill. 
Its object is, briefly, to continue in peace 
time the regulations in force during the 
war to prevent the incursion of. undesir- 
able aliens, whether of enemy nationality 
or neutral. After considerable discussion 
Mr. Bottomley moved the rejection of the 
Bill. Sir Hamar Greenwood replied for 
the Government, and the motion for the 
tejection of the Bill having been with- 
drawn, the measure was read a second 
time. After dinner the House discussed 
pensions,. with which it is already familiar. 

There: was a somewhat lively interlude 
about nine o clock, The Deputy-Chair- 
man wag formally putting Mr. Tyson 
Wilson's motion as to the tnadequacy of 
pensions and allowances, when a woman 
in the Strangers’ Gallery began to sp@ak in 
a loud voice.

The Joint Committee of Lords and 
Commons (Colonel Bowles, Chairman), to 
which was referred thirteen bills presented 
by the principal harbour and dock under- 
taking, has passed twelve of those 
measures. The thirteenth, promoted by 
the Cork Harbour Authority, was with- 
drawn by that body on the refusal of the 
Committee to sanction the increase of 
rates and charges for more than three 
years. The Committee has adjourned 
until May 9th, when it will proceed to 
consider its report, which may recommend 
that the case of Cork be referred ‘to the 
Irish Local Government Board. 

The Attorney-General for Ireland in. 
ter is to spend the Easter recess in Ive- 
land, where he may, though it is by no 
means certain, secure some brief rest after 
his very strenuous labours since the open- 
ing of the session. Meathwhile members of 
the Irish Government can congratulate 
themselves on the fact that they have been 
able to push a number of useful measures 
into law, including the Criminal Injuries 
Bill, . The pressure of general business 
compels postponement until after the 
recess of the introduction of the proposals 
for amending procedure with Irish private 
bill legislation and the re-introduction of

Sir John Butcher seconded the amendment. 
He said that he had listened to the Home-Beo- 
retary with profound disappointment. The vice 
of the bill was that it threw the whole duty of 
acting by Order in Council on the Minister, 
while, Parliament stood by.
